G.S-R, 1526.—The following rules to amend the Housing and Telephone Facili¬ 
ties (Members of Parliament) Rules, 1956, which have been made by the Joint 
Committee constituted under sub-section (1) of section 9 of the Salaries and 
Allowances of Members of Parliament Act, 1954 (30 of 1954), in exercise of the 
powers conferred on It. by sub-section (3) of the said section, after consultation 
with the Central Government, and approved and confirmed by the Chairman of the 
Council of States and the Speaker of the House of the People, as required by sub¬ 
section (4) of the said section, are published for general information: — 

1, These rules may be called the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members 

of Parliament) (Amendment) Rules, i960. 

2, Rule 4 of the Housing and Telephone Facilities (Members of Parliament) 

Rules, 1956 shall bo re-numbered as sub-rule (l)"of that rule and to 
the sub-rule as so renumbered, the following sub-rule shall be added, 
namely: — 

“(2) In addition to the exemption In respect of telephone charges admis¬ 
sible under the provisions of sub-rule (1), a Chairman of a Parlia¬ 
mentary Committee shall be exempt, from payment of any charges 
for local calls made from the" telephone installed at his residence ir. 
Delhi or New Delhi. 

Explanation, —T 11 fhts sub-rule, a ‘Parliamentary Committee does not include 
a Select dr Join! Select Committee on a BiJi or any other ad hoc 
Committee." 

3, The amendments made by rule 2 shall be deemed to have taken effect 

from the 1st April, 1955.
